Insurance Men Said to Boycott People 
with Scarlet Topknots. 

“I should like to insure my life, but I 
would be considered a bad risk. I doubt if 
any of the first-class companies would ac- 
cept me.’’ 

These, says the Philadelphia Record, 
were the words of a big, freckle-faced, red- 
haired individual whose usually merry 
countenance and abundant avoirdupois 
made him the very picture of health. 

“What in the world should make you a 
bad risk!’’ chorused the group of bystand- 
ers. 

The first speaker blushed till his cheeks 
were as fiery a red as his matted locks, and 
then answered softly: *““My scarlet topknot 
is my bane.

BLEACHING THE HAIR. 


The Vile Compounds That Are Used in the 
Senseless Practice. 

According to Medical Classics recent 
analyses have shown that the preparations 
for bleaching the hair “to the delicate 
golden shade so much admired by the court 
circles of Europe and the best society of the 
United States,”’ to quote from a label on one 
of the bottles, all depend upon the discolor- 
ing and corrosive influence of nascent oxy- 
gen or nascent chlorine. The basis used in 
the various nostrums for this purpose are 
agua regia and 
bronzers’ acid. Peroxide of hydrogen is 
the mildest and most innocuous of the trio 
named. It is a colorless liquid which de- 
stroys the natural color of the hair, and 
which, if used long enough, turns it an un- 
natural grayish white. It is rather expeu- 
sive, and it is therefore used much less 
than the two other atids. It produces sores 
upon the scalp and gives rise to skin com- 
plaints that resemble tetter, salt-rheum and 
scald-bead. The two acids are equally vile. 
They attack and eat the hair and sxin 
alike. The former they partly bleach and 
partly burn toa handsome gold color; the 
latter they stain to about the same hue as 
does a light application of iodine. Besides 
the dermatologic troubles named, they 
cause maladies hardly distinguishable from 
eczema and erythema. One curious disease 
that they cause is an inflammation of the 


cells of the hair follicles. The cellular walls.

Lendeun Graveyarde, 

There are some queer phases of life in 
London which are scarcely credible to 
us in this still new country. Londonis 
avery old city. The dead have been for 
many centuries buried in small city 
graveyards. Little thought is given 
them after the generation of the living 
to which they belong has passed away. 
The old graves have been forgotten in 
digging the new. The bones are scat- 
tered through the soil, and it would seem 
that in some yards fragments of bones 
are as plenty as stones in gravelly soil. 
A proposition has been recently under 
discussion to transform many of these 
old graveyards into quiet little parks, 
preserving the monumental stones, but 
making the yards garden-spots, This 
has led to much public discussion. The 
rector of Bethnal Green, Rev. Mr. Han- 
sard, communicates to the London 
“Times” some very curious facts with 
reference to the soil of such cemeteries, 
and the danger to public health arising 
from its disturbance. But another dan- 
ger which he points out is startling. 
His rectory opens into an old graveyard. 
There is no other access toit. He says 
a spadeful of earth cannot be taken up 
without turning up human bones. In 
the part formerly devoted to the pauper 
interment he has learned that the coffins 
were formerly piled one on another in 
great numbers. The result is that the 
surface is treacherous to footsteps. 
Decay has left vast cavities below. Mr. 
Hansard says that he has himself fallen 
eight times up to his waist in“ these 
ghastly holes,” once in passing along a 
gravelled walk! His daughter has had 
two such plunges. In a neighboring 
graveyard he says a policeman fell in 
the night into a grave hole which 
yawned under his feet, and there re- 
mained up to his neck until morning. 
The horror of the night crazed him and 
he died soon afterward. Numerous 
other incidents are told where persons 


suddenly disappear in the darkness.

A LIFTLE STRANGER, 


The First Member of a Family of In- 
) sect Eaters to This Country. 

The National Museum has recently 
obtained a live specimen of the Soleno- 
don Cukanus,a very rare animal belong- 
ing to the order of the insect eaters. 
Members of this family are found only 
in Cuba and Hayti and a live one has 
never heretofore been seen in this couns 
try orin Europe. Our naturalists will 
now, therefore, have their first oppor- 
tunity for studying the habits of this 
curious creature. It was obtained 
through U.S.Consul Reimer at Santi- 
ago, and was shipped to the National 
Museum at Washington, together with 
two others, which, however, died during 
the voyage, and their bodies were pre- 
served in alcohol. Mr. True, the cura- 
tor of the mammal section of the ma- 
seum, states that very little is known of 
the habits of these animals except that 
they sleep during the day and go out at 
night to search for insects upon which 
they chiefly feed. Their long flexible 
noses are supposed to be useful in smell- 
ing out their prey. This is perhaps the 
most curious feature about these ani- 
mals. Their bodies are covered with 
coarse black hair, with the exception of 
the rump, whichis bare. The Soleno- 
don belongs to the same order as the 
mole, but they constitute a family by 
themselves. Since its arrival at the 
museum this Solenodon has lived on 
bits of fresh meats, but it is the inten- 
tion to make an experiment with insect 
diet, and ascertain whether the insects 
of this latitude agree with it. There is 
considerable doubt whether it will live, 
but if it does it will be sent after a while 
to the Zoological Gardens in Philadel- 
phia. If caterpillars ¢ome within the 
scope of the meaning of the term in- 
sects, and if this new comer develops 
any kind of an appetite, it would find 
constant and no doubt remunerative 
employment under the parking com- 
mission, and besides make itself solid 
with the citizens of the District,

New Caledonia. 


New Caledoniais neither more nor 
less than a penal settlement of France, 
and it has absorbed as many criminals 
as the French Government dare send. 
But away some two hundred miles to 
the northeast there lies a fair range of 
islands, which are not only beautiful 
and fertile in themselves but which 
seem to present quite a succession of 
comfortably isolated residences for 
those who leave France at the expense 
of their country and for their country's 
good. 

The new Hebrides Archipelago com- 
prise some twenty islands, large and 
small, the largest being Espiritu Santo, 
which measures about seventy miles 
in length by about thirty in breadth 
The aborigines of the group have all 
come from the same Papuan stock; yet 
not only do they differ very much in 
physical aspect, but tribes are abso- 
lutely foreigners to other tribes. Not 
only has each island its own language, 
but so also has each tribe; at any rate, 
it is recorded that on one of the islands 
alone there are six native towns in 
which six distinct languages are spoken. 
These languages, no doubt, have alla 
certain affinity, yet they are marked by 
differences somewhat broader than 
what we are accustomed to regard as 
dialects. ThiS confusion of tongues is 
one of the most remarkable character- 
istics of the New Hebrides, as well as 
one of the greatest difficulties with 
which Christianizing and civilizing in- 
fluences have to contend.
